It it located on theNorhern part 
the of Mall, just south of the treasury 
of the United SUtes. On iU base, facing 
southward is this impressive inscription: 
"On no earthly account will I do any 
act or think any thought hostile to, or 
in defiance of the old government of 
the United SUtea.”
